Action Notification sent to EPI inbox (18/06/2018). advised he lives from site (2 sisters). 

Description Caller noticed outside property gut w renching disgusting odour. Strong w inds - how ever odour still present. Caller is 
frustrated as nothing seems to be sorted permanently. w ho advised all 

normal on site but that he w ould check vehicle movements dow n that street. 

19/06/2018 10am for update on vehicle movements. 

19/06/18 - 2 notifications sent to epi inbox for - 12.33hrs and 13.13hrs - both advising of odour outside 

house. distinct chicken factory smell, caller believes linked to new 

extension being built, has been an issue again since works started, (complaint logged here as notification2) 

who is out on site and had planned to do odour assessment in Coupar Angus, i 
advised him of latest complaint and he would attend. 

Advised him about latest complaint on union St. He updated me on vehicle movements (for 18/6/18). 
They had blood and sludge collection at 07:50, sludge again at 10:05 (done by gravity so as not to use vehicle exhast). 
These pick ups headed towards Perth away from union st. The w ind at the time was strong about 20-25 mph, direction 
was ESE to south across the centre of the site. unable to give any other reason for the complaint. He advised 2 
sisters are talking w ith alba foods w ith the idea of doing all sludge / blood collections at midnight. 

Follow ing recent complaint today going to take a w alk up Union st to see if he could identify any odour. Approx 3pm 
walked up union street- past the garage they advised they could not detect chicken odour 
but did notice a smoke odour from a fire once they left the tow n cross area and got closer to the shell garage it petered 
out. 

16:25 hrs back to advise that he did not detect an offensive odour at Union st near to garage/ dalblair/ 

cainrgorm. He detected absolutly nothing. At the cross he smelt the fire / burning. At Strathmore / King st there was 
initially a strong odour described it as a scalder smell) but it did not hang around in the air long enough to be 
offensive. Sidlaw cr was ok. Scotmid there was an odour here more a musky hen pen smell- but not offensive, 
parked in scotmid carpark in SEPA van. 

16:58 left voicemail with and contact details to give update (i.e of our investigation/ officer out on site. 

Odour missed he w as speaking off / not able to sustantiate) 

Second complainent did not w ant feedack/ call back from details on SCC report.
